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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . Claims 1 - 1 2 are presented for examination. 

REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art of record 
does not teach or discuss specifically using a data input latch for storing data applied from a 
memory controller through a data buffer and aligning the stored data, controlling the data input 
latch so that the data in the data input latch cannot change then transmitting the data stored in the 
data input latch to a data input/output detection amplifier after a predetermined time data thereby 
enabling the data input latch to receive new data after the data, which have been transmitted to 
the data input/output detection amplifier, are transmitted to a global input/output line. Additional 
claimed embodiments include the data input latch being a DQS latch or a data strobe latch. All 
of the claimed embodiments include transmitting data stored in the data input latch to a data 
input/output detection amplifier after a predetermined time interval.
